How Two Enemies Diet 


On "Lovers' Walk." 


About six miles from our lines I ran 


•gainst a dainty little farmhouse cud- 
dled up against the slope of a shrub 
covered kopje. 
On one side of the 


dwelling a trelllswork of vines broke 
the wind at both front and rear, while 
a pretty flower garden, fragrant with 
flowers, tpread far away in front of 
the substantial dwelling. I was adrnir- 
jus these things.from my horse's back, 
when tt s'jrtrienly dawned upon me that 
I Ifttd possibly played the imbecile in 
straying so far from camp. But it was 
too late to bang back. If the farmer 
folk were friendly, I waa in luck, for 
the inside of sucb a dwelling could not 
be-ill supplied with-creature comforts. 
If, however, they were hostile, I was 
at their mercy. I had no desire to 
match my pony's pace against the flight 
of a Mauser -bullet, so, humming a 
BODS and thinking of a psalm, I rode 
forward as if certain of a kindly wel- 
come. An elderly Boer with a kindly 
face met me at the doc.- and gav« me 
the time of day with all civility, a ne- 
gro lad' took bold of my bridle, and I 
Bwung myself out of the saddle Just In 
time to receive a civil greeting from 
the fanner's wife—healthy, wholesome, 
substantial, well fed and clothed. They 
Invited me inside, and there their four 
daughters introduced themselves to 
me. They all talked English as well as 
I could, and before I had been there 20 
seconds I had arrived at the conclusion 
that I should never get a better chance 
to "study the language of the people of 
our foes and determined to sacrifice 
myself upon the flinty shrine of duty. 
Three of the maidens were plain faced, 
good, honest looking girls, but the 
fourth had a face like a young preach- 
ers first public prayer—a face that 
many a man would risk his life for. 


So much of my whole career has 


been pasted amid the rougher and 
more rugged scenes of life that a de- 
scription of dainty womanhood comes 
awkwardly from me. But I have read 
BO much about the ugliness and clumsi- 
ness of the- Boer woman In British 
journals that I should like to try to de- 
scribe this daughter of the veldt, al- 
though, only a" farmer's daughter. I do 
not know if she should be called short 
cr tnll, but her cheek could have been 
nestled comfortably on the shoulder of 
n fairly tall man. I don't know how 
much hair she had, but there was 
enough of It to make a fellow feel aa 
If be didn't care a rap if half the earth 
was bald. It was not red nor yellow; 
It was like honey kissed by sunshine. 
She had the sort of forehead which one 
never sees on the face of a fool, r:c^ 
ture's signboard for an emporium of 
brains. Her eyes were large, brown 
and fearless, not bold nor yet waver- 
ing. Her month was perfect—not one 
of those sepulchers which disfigure 
tome feminine faces, not childishly 
•mall like a bud bursting Into bloom, 
but a strong, true mouth, large enough 
for a prayer to slip through, but not 
Mg enough to swear with. Her waist 
would just about fill the crook of a 
nan's arm and make him feel that 
there was no room for anything else 
under heaven. The arch of her bust 
was like the curve on a wave as it 
breaks on the beach in the bay. not the 
stiff lath and plaster model one is apt 
to see walking around the streets of 
cities. Her hands were shapely, brown 
and strong, cracked a little by wind 
mud weather; not toy hands, but hands 
that could spank a baby or help bus- 
band back to paths of rectitude when 
•II the world had damned him past re- 
demption. 


So she looked when I saw her, and I 


eald unto my soul, "Verily, it is a good 
thing for his enemies' language." It 
was the fifth evening after that, and I 
had registered my fifth visit to the 
farm, when an event befell which put 
an end to my studies in Dutch for the 
time being. 
I bad dined with the 


farmers, the plain sisters had made 
music for me. They had lifted their 
Voices in song also, for I was an hon- 
ored gnest, having been enabled to do 
some little deeds of kindness through 
the favor of the courteous general to a 
relation of the ladies who was a pris- 
oner In our lines. They bad given me 
blankets and rugs for the poor beggar, 
and the general bad banded them to 
the man.

tag in that direction, I saw the navy 
blue dress and the red gold hair of the 
(in who had been teaching me Dutch. 
I had not many seconds to look at her, 
but brief as the time was I bad long 
enough to notice that one hand held 
the blue" nkirt* switched up so tbsf 
•bout • foot of white petticoat wa. 
displayed. I also noticed that she wa» 
beading toward the orange walk, which 
I had long sine* learned was known In 
the family as' "the lovers' walk." She 
did not look In my direction, did mot 
turn toward me at all, bat like many 
another fool I was punred op In my 
folly. "What harm is there in It," I 
moved, If I take »y lesson la Dutch 
In th« shad* of the orange tracs?"

Just then I heard the patter of 
girlish feet on the gravel behind me 
and, turning my head, saw one of the 
plain sisters hurrying toward us, and 
almost at tb-1 same second the reddish 
gold head of the "btauty," the head of 
the girl who had been teaching me 
Dutch, pa&sed from a patcb of shad- 
ow into the streak of starlight where 
the hairy joung giant was standing 
fondling his gun.

MOSQUITOES THE CAUSE. 


BTid«aee That Tfcey Alone Spread 


Yellow Fever Germa. 


The American commission, under the 


superintendence of Dr. Reed, which 
has been making experiments at Que- 
mados as to the propagation of the 
yellow fever germs by the mosquito, 
has obtained extremely sa^factory re- 
sults, says an Havana dispatch. Dr. 
Reed says the experiments show be- 
yond a doubt that there is no contagion 
from an infected person or from in- 
fected clothing, but that mosquitoes 
alone are responsible for the spread of 
the disease. 


In ibe commission's Investigations 


six nonimmune persons were infected 
direct by the bite of mosquitoes which 
had previously bitten yellow fever 
patients, and five of these developed 
yellow fever. 
The last fipprtment 


made proved conclusively, Dr. Reed con- 
tends, the theory of propagation by mos- 
quitoes. A special building was con- 
structed of disinfected materials, and 
one of the rooms was divided Into two 
sections by a wire mosquito screen. 
In one section were placed disinfected 
bedding and clothing and in the other 
beddings and clothing from the yellow 
fever hospital which had not been 
disinfected.

The patient 
remained in this room only long 
esough to be bitten, and in four days 
a pronounced case of yellow fever 
developed. The patient is now con- 
valescent The other subject slept in 
the Infected bedding for many nights 
and has not contracted the fever. Both 
patients have been sleeping for 20 
nights in garments worn by yellow 
fever victims and in bedding from the 
yellow fever hospital. 


Dr. Reed says they are growing fat 


and that iu no Instance in the course 
of the commission's investigations has 
a case of yellow fever developed from 
exposure to Infected bedding or cloth- 
ing.

AB TO TAX COUJBCTIONS 


' Pittsfleld has about J100.000 of its 
taxes uncollect«d and Mayor Russell in 
bis inaugural made an unpleasant sug- 
gestion to the effect that probably the 
bondsmen of the tax colector could be 
indiH.ed to help getting in the money. 
In this respect, as in most 'all others, 
North -Adams is far 
ahead of her 


neighboring sister cities. The amount 
of taxes outstanding in this city every 
year is hardly enough to make an item 
of respectable Bize in the report of 
Treasurer and Tax Collector Harden- 
bnrgh. The taxes of this city are col- 
lected.—North Adams Transcript 


So far as that goes, 
the taxes of 


Plttsfield are collected, •ano collected as 
closely as they are anywhere. The 
question of most importance is not how 
quickly are the taxes collected, but how 
much is lost in the end?—Pittsfield 
Eagle. 


Wfea it comes to talk about turning 


over fairly clean sheets either on town 
meeting day or at the close of municipal 
fiscal years, it is fair.to suggest that 
the neighboring town of Danvers is 
able to make a showing quite out of 
the ordinary. Indeed, the feature was 
instanced In the News., a short time 
ago. The fact was then made public 
that out or tax claims aggregating 
581,633.86, the collector had duly re- 
ceipted for $80,118.85. The assessors had 
abated $1249.33 leaving the item of un- 
collected taxes for the year only $265.68. 
Anything like extended 
comparisons 


would show that the Danvers collector, 
acting in obedience to the orders of the 
town, is far and away in advance of a 
lot of his colleagues. This completeness 
tof collections can not be explained on 
the ground that the general run of tax- 
payers in I>an,vers are much more for- 
tunately situated in respect of this 
•world's goods than the inhabitants of 
a number of other Communities. Rather 
can the explanation be found in the 
fact that public sentiment approves the 
system, while the collector, on his part, 
is not at all squeamish in carrying out 
plain instructions. Given that free and 
easy system under which deliquents are 
.virtually made to understand that they 
need not fear the statutory require- 
ments, and it is a very easy matter for 
uncollected taxes to mount up to a 
large sum* not a little of which is lost, 
as it has been lost here in Salem and 
elsewhere, by reason of the outlawing 
of-claims.—Salem Evening News'. 


BEFOBT OF STATE BOARD OF 


EDUCATION 


The state board of education sub- 


mitted its report to the icsrislaure this 
afternoon, and it contained many flacfs 
and recommendationts of deep interest 
to the people.. 


"The nurnbsr of children within the 


compulsory age limits attending the 
public schools tvag, 288,625,— an increase 
cf 42,897, most of which is due to chang- 
ing the limits from eiKht aid 14 years 
to seven and 11. The number of vmoils 
Of all age® attending the public schools 
W«« 474,891, of whom 9,895 were undar 
five and 44,754 over 15. The average 


ittentiance 366,136, or 92 psr cent- 
thereof. 


"The averages representing the cost 


per child of the- public schools varv 
According to trie bases a&umed for es- 
timating them. The following averages 
are the most useful ones: 1. Average 
taxation cost •.£ support for eaoh child 
In the average membership,— $26.06, or 
43 cents more than a year gao- 2. Av- 
erage taxation cost or sucoort and 
buildings for each child in the aver- 
age membership— $33.92, or 93 cents less 
than a year as->- 


"The state valuation May 1, 1899, w-as 


$2,978,021,222; the total municipal tax 
for aU purposes, $45,038,672; the average 
rate of taxation $15.66 on each thous- 
and dollars of valuation; the average 
tax for support of schools' $3-62 on each 
$1000, which was the same as the 
year before; and the average 'tax for 
support and building* was $4.71 on each 
thousand dollars^ or 21 cents lews than 
th» y**r befor* Twenty-three &cr cent 


ofl the municipal t*x WM expended for 
suppoi t and 30 i»r cent for support and 
buildings, as ignlnst 23 per cent and 31 
per cent respectively a year ago, and 
as against 21 per cent and 27 per cent 
respectively 10 years ago- 


"There are 45 towns and cities main- 


taining evening schools, of which, if a 
single class room <« taken as the unit 
for counting, there are 783, with 1263 
te&chera and 30,COS pupils.' In regularity 
of attendance they cannot, of course, 
equal the day schools—their percentage 
of attendance heing only 53- 


"The public kindergarten is founld 


now in 36 towns and cities. There are 
220 of these kindergartens, with 423 
teachers and 14,257 pupi's, each year 
since 1S8S, when the ilrst data were 
gathered, showing an increase in' each 
detail over the preceding- 


"Five years have now elansed since 


thu taisins of the standard o£ admission 
to the normal schools. Massachusetts 
is the onbi state in the union that 
places all its normal schools above the 
high schools ami in line with the col- 
leges. The average number ofl admis- 
sions durinf the five years of the new 
policy was 5G per cent higher than 
during the last five of tn» old; of the 
last j.e<ir of the new policy, 79 per cent 
higher than the first year of the new- 
In 1900, 950 candidates, including a few 
for their preliminaries, were examined; 
of whom 819 were admitted- The num- 
ber of students last year was 1712—the 
largest in the history of the schools; 
and of graduates 537-also the largest 
in their history. Nearly all the gradu- 
ates find promut employment. 


The board makes two important re- 


commendations among ethers: 


'"Tnat the scope oil the plan for the 


state examinb-tion and certification of 
teachers be so extended as to include all 
persons who aim in a professional way 
to direct instruction in the public 
schools, and that the plan be placed on 
a basis sufficiently dignified and strong 
to command respect and insure its 
Successful execution; and that the 
board of education be authorized to 
appoint a competent parson to inspect, 
under its direction the normal schools, 
to take charge of the state examination 
and. certification work, and, in general, 
to promote imi.rovement in the (iualifi- 
cations of those who teach and direct 
the teaching in the public schools. 


While recommedSing that the school 


fund be fixed at $10,000,000 the board 
delivers a very useful sermon, empha- 
sizing anew the true sources of support 
of the state's system ofveducatiov Urom 
which it may net move without disaster 
The board says: 


"With a» increase of the school fund 


such, that the amount to b& d-scribut-d 
to,the towns undsr existing lesiaiatioii 
is nbt far from • Double tne 
amount 


hitherto available, legislation, in the di- 
rection of a state tax for the purpose of 
maintaining a uniform standard ot 
schools in the State would be, in the 
opinion oil the board, neither necessary 
fcUr desirable in this commonwealth- 
From tha beginning the burden of the 
schools has been borne almost entire'v 
by the citie» and towns It was never 
the intention that the income of thi 
school furJd, or any form of state a:<i, 
should be so employed as to diminish, 
or render unnecessary, sacrifice and 
effort on the '>art of the people. Any 
considerable sum, whether the income 
of a fund or produced by the irritation 
and uncertainty of an annual state tax, 
distributed steneraUy to ths 
towns 


would tend to weaken rather than to 
strengthen, to paralyze rather than to 
stimulate, the uiterest and effort of the 
people- inl the organization and care of 
the schools- The local control within cer 
tain general requirements oa the state 
has been one ot the elements of strength 
of the system- Tne municipalities have 
grown to be self-reliant and icldepsnd- 
ent. As the local, autonomy of the 
towns is the fundamental 
norincii>'.e 


upon which the civic structure which 
we taio-w as 
the 
commonwealth 3s 


founded, so the voluntary self sacrifice 
anld self dpnial of the people in the 
maintenance of the public schools lie 
at the foundaMcn of the intelligence, the 
virtue and the humanity that are th~ 
proudest traits of New England charac^ 
ter."

Then he'll jump if he 
can."Talking tbout these heroes, I'm one 
of them myself. Pre a big reputation up 
north as a man who'd stick to his post. 
It was when I first went to railroading. 
I'd been raised in my superintendent's 
family, and when I got old enough I went 
to firing on the Milwaukee. About three 
months after I'd got a regular run I was 
out on a freight over night. We'd had a 
rush, and I was pretty tired, and about 
12 the head brakeman took the fire for 
awhile and I went to sleep. I was sitting 
on the front end of the seat, dead to the 
world, when a couple of red lights on the 
tail end of a caboose showed up. The 
freight ahead of us had broken In two, 
and we caught the hind end in a cut. The 
engineer shut off, but he didn't have time 
to throw her over nnd plug her, and he 
and the brakeman both jumped without 
«vca waking me up.. 


"We hit the caboose pretty hard, I tell 


you, but instead of breaking her up or 
ditching the pilot went under the car and 
raised it right ap till it was half way up 
the boiler.

She was mov- 
ing along slow yet, and when I saw the 
red lights ou the caboose the first thing 
that struck me was that we were on a 
siding and that the engineer had got off, 
leaving the engine in forward motion 
and she had leaked or sprung her throttle 
and gone into another freight on the sid- 
ing ahead of us. 


"I jurcped over to the engineer's side 


and threw her over and plugged her 
haid. It didn't take much to stop, and I 
stood there for a minute commenting pro- 
fanely on the engineer's leaving her in 
forward morion, and yet if I had been 
wide enough awake to think of jumping 
you bet your life some other fellow would 
have been tlo hero, and I'd tried to beat 
the engu:eer and brskeman out of the 
cab window."—Kansas City Star.

Conditions of Havana, tne exasperating 
and distinctly useless delay In the sew- 
ering and paying matter, tbe bacillus 
icteroidea of SanarelH. and plain every- 
day mosquito, It looks like a long life 
end a merry one for the yellow fever 
germ in tne city of Havana. 


But el Senor Mosquito is just now re- 


ceiving some very close and Interesting 
attention, writes Albert G. Robinson, 
the New York Post's Havana corre- 
spondent. Perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say la Benora Mosquito, 
as It is said to be madame who is tbe 
mischief maker. Under the auspices 
of Dre. Flnlay, Reed, Stark and others, 
a. series of profoundly Interesting and 
Important experiments are in operation 
on the outskirts ot Havana. Men bave 
been found who are willing to risk 
comfcrt and life in the furtherance of 
these investigations. 
One group U 


domiciled in a room which is kept In 
the best of clean nnd wholesome con- 
ditions. These allow themselves to be 
bitten by mosquitoes that are practical- 
ly known to be in tbe special condition 
requisite for Inoculation. 
They are 


known to bave drawn the blood of pa- 
tients lii with unquestionable cases of 
yellow fever. The other group is held 
under the meet Insanitary of* condi- 
tions, In contact with clothes and bed- 
ding which have been used by known 
cases of fever. 


The latter group has persisted in re- 


taining a state of sound health. De- 
duced argument— yellow fever Is not 
contagious, is not a result of Insanita- 
ry conditions and is not communicated 
through tbe medium of clothes, bed- 
ding or other attendants upon yellow 
fever sickrooms. Tbe other group— that 
of the mosquito inoculation— lias de- 
veloped in all of Its members an illness 
asserted to be yellow fever. Deduced 
argument— yellow fever Is only com- 
municable through the medium of fe- 
male mosquitoes of certain species and 
under certain conditions. 


It is beyond doubt of question that 


these experiments are of great Impor- 
tance and that the result is significant 
If not determinate. 
The gentlemen 


conducting the experiments are, with 
ample reason, most highly gratified 
with the results attained, though pos- 
sibly unduly sanguine, regarding the 
definiteuess of their conclusions. With- 
out desiring to detract to r^y way from 
the rcrasrkable work and Its seeming- 
ly remarkable success, It is to be noted 
that there is a lack of completeness 
about the tests. It may now be regard- 
ed as well determined that the mosqui- 
to can and does convey yellow' fever. 
A doubt still remains as to its being the 
only medium of communication. 


The theory that it is' the only medi- 


um finds contradiction to various facts 
which are known in the history of the 
disease? For instance, several nonim- 
mune nurses in the principal fever hos- 
pital here (Las Animas) have escaped 
the disease, thoxigh it is a fair pre- 
suinptiou that they must have been 
mosquito bitten during their experi- 
ence. One of these nurses left the hos- 
pital to nurse a case in an infected 
house, took the disease there and died. 
In this connection it is to be noted that 
the subjects who were exposed to con- 
tagion from clothing, bedding, etc., 
were in a building which was not in- 
fected. 


It is the contention of many com- 


petent authorities who concede thu 
mostfaito as a medium that infected 
premises are also a medium, though 
clothing and generally Insanitary con- 
ditions are not necessarily so. A more 
acceptable determination might be ob- 
tained by the exposure of nonimmune 
subjects to similar insanitary condi- 
tions in some bouse known to be in- 
fected from which mosquitoes were ab- 
solutely excluded. 


A more definite determination of the 


force of the mosquito theory might 
also be attained by the transportation 
of properly loaded mosquitoes to some 
vicinity where yellow fever from any 
other source was a manifest Impossi- 
bility, and there allowing them access 
to proper subjects. There are a num- 
ber of objections to Havana as a point 
for the unquestionable dctcrn::5nc.tic^ 
of the matter. While the findings of 
even these recent tests are still to bo 
regarded as somewhat negative rather 
than absolutely positive it Is not to 
be questioned that results of immeasur- 
able value bave been obtained. 
The 


work has the fullest support of the 
authorities aud medical officials, and 
will be continued. The reliance placed 
upon these experiments by the local 
authorities is indicated by the issu- 
ance of the following order: 
' "The chief surgeon of the department 
having reported Ibat it Is now well 
established that malaria, yellow fever, 
and fllarial Infection are transmitted by 
the bites of mosquitoes, the following 
precautions will, upon bis recommen- 
dation, be taken for the protection of 
the troops against the bites of these in- 
sects: 


"First— The universal use of mot- 


quito bars in all bnrrncts, and es- 
pecially in all hospitals, and also in 
field service when practicable. 


"Second.— The 
destruction of tb* 


larvae or young mosquitoes, commonly 
known as 'wiggle tails' or 'wlgslers,'

This piece it, ia the inner side of the leg 
and should be carefully cut out and 
trimmed for you by your butcher, the 
upper and under sinewy portions or cov- 
ering being removed and the surface left 
smooth. Lard the veal with strips of 
pork or bacon and place in a brazing 
pan with sliced carrot, onion and bits of 
celery and a few sprigs of parsley; over 
all pour enough gooc. stock to nearly 
cover the meat; put over the meat a well 
buttered paper, cover with a lid aud 
braize, cooking slowly for about three 
hours. 
You should baste frequently 


while cooking, and a short time before it 
is done remove the paper to cook the 
larding thoroughly and give a good color 
to the veal.

When the date for opening the Kiowa; 


end Comanche country was originally 
fixed by congress for the 6th of June, 
or as much earlier aa the work could 
be accomplished, there was a case to 
the United States supreme court which 
might have been decided In favor of 
the Indians, and if it had been so de- 
cided it would have delayed the open- 
ing at least tfaree years, and possibly 
much longer. 


The case was one in which the Choc- 


taw and Chickasaw Indians claimed 
pay for the surplus lands !n the Wichi- 
ta reservation. The supreme court de- 
cided the case against the Indians, the 
decision giving the United States all 
the reservation after making provision 
for the Indians now on the land, bays 
a dispatch from Oklahoma City to the 
Kansas City Times. This decision is 
accepted by white men as a precedent 
in the Kiowa and Comanche country, 
and 'there will probably be no legal 
steps takes to prevent the opening of 
the Wichita, country or the Kiowa 
country, and both will very likely be 
opened on the same date. 


A glance at the map will show the 


Wichita country to have an area of 
about 36 miles east and west by an 
average of 25 miles north and south. 
It is known as "County I" on the map. 
and is east of Washita county and 
south of Blajne and Canadian coun- 
ties. Before the Wichita country is 
opened up four sections in each town- 
ehip will doubtless be specified and aet 
apart for schools and public buildings; 
county seats will be located and the 
Indians will have been settled on their 
allotments. Nobody can tell where the 
Indians will take their lands, but the 
Indian agents say that where allot- 
rn«rjt<5 hav^ been made the Indians 
have used flue judgment in selecting 
the best 


The-Kiowa "and Comanche country 


has an area of about GO miles north and 
south by 60 to 65 miles east and west. 
The boundary lines on the west and 
eouth are very crooked, and the acre- 
age is estimated at 2,560,000 to 3,000,- 
000 acres. If the tract contains 3.000,- 
000 acres, there are set aside sections 
16 and 36 in each township for school 
purposes and sections 13 and 33 in 
each township for public buildings. 
These four sections constitute one-ninth 
of the township and for all the terri- 
tory would constitute 333,333 acres 
Which are not subject to entry. Then 
the Indians are to have 480,000 acres 
In severalty and 480,000 more In com- 
mon, making 960,000 acres which must 
be deducted. Then the mountain range 
will take 200,000 acres more out of the 
list of arable lands.

By it th'e 
scholars are targht, independence, pru- 
dence, economy, literature and noble- 
ness of nature. Mr. Bailey yrodBcsd 
specimens of exercise work just &S he 
had found it in various schools and 
all went tw piG\« his object. He showed 
how children design anU work out les- 
sons in the most practical •way. Tn 
working thue the scholars are taueht 
to do their very best as regards the use- 
ful, artistic and economical. They are 
taught to look for ther most beautiful 
even in the cve~y day life and the craft 
is easily brought in where every scholar 
is a competitor and is his own! asent.

THE FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


of 1879 Preserved at the 
P*t*Mt Oflce, 


Hidden away in a dark corner of' th< 


model room in the pateut office at Wash 
iugtoD, with tae dost of years giving it 
brown surface a coat of gray, i* an ai> 
parently worthless block of wood cut ii 
the shape of a §tnircasc, ivith small 
blocks of wood mounted oa wires on each 
of the stairs. 


When I happened to see this object 


while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the otuer day, I thought it must be 
come sort of child's plaything. On closer 
examination my curiosity was aroused, 


! so that I induced one of the busy atteud- 
' ants to look up the matter for me. It 


was discovered to be the first typpwritor 
ever made in the United States—perhaps 
In the world. 


If placed by the side of one of our mod- 


el typewriters, the first typewriter could 


| not fail to provoke a smile from the spec- 


tator. Instead of dainty black and nickel 
letter keys, with an open framework 
showing the easy workings of the intri- 
cate machinery of the inside, as is usual 
in the typewriters of toaay, this first 
typewriter consists of a closed wo^jen 
box with blocks of wood half an men 
square for its letter kej s. The paper car- 
riage of the first typewriter is also of 
wood, and instead of the operator turn- 
ing the paper carriage by a mere touch 
or an extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now in use, when one line 
was finished on the first typewriter the 
operator had to use both hands to turn 
the paper carriage—one hand to lift a 
catcb from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around as far as 
desired. 


However, much as the first typewriter 


differs from its grandchildren, close ex- 
amination shows that it has all the essen- 
tials of typewriters «3 we know them to- 
day. The inventor of the typewriter was 
R. T. P. Allen of Farmdale, Ky., who se- 
cured his patent in 1876. There were 
other so called typewriters invented be- 
fore this date, but the Allen invention is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and it is 
that machine which may be looked upon 
as the parent of the 5,000,000 or more 
typewriters in use in the United States 
today.—Atlanta Constitution. 


OUR,NEW NAVY. 


F»ct» About the Battle- 


ship* »Jtd Crnlaem NOTT Bnildimv. 
In the five battleships of the new 


navy we have, two types—the three 
eheathed and coppered ones being the 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Georgia, 
while the unsheathed ships are to be 
the Rhode Island and Virginia, says 6. 
Skerrett in Harper's. Weekly. 
The 


first three ships are further peculiar 
because they carry the much discussed 
superposed turrets in the main battery 
—the relative merits of which will 
never be settled short of the day of 
actual conflict; but the antifouling ad- 
vantages of- their coppered bottoms are 
too well established to do more than 
make us wonder why all are not so 
protected. These ships are the peers 
of anything now building abroad. The 
armored cruisers, of which there are 
to be six, are half of them to be cop- 
pered like the three battleships. Those 
so sheathed and coated are to be nam- 
ed California, West Virginia and Ne- 
braska, while the others are to be known 
as the Colorado, Maryland and South 
Dakota. These ships are a long way 
ahead of oar two ^arller armored 
cruisers, the New York and Brooklyn, 
but merely typical of the developments 
made abroad since those older class- 
mates were designed. They may be 
properly called the heavy cavalry of 
the sea, and their mission in conflict 
will be to keep in touch with the enemy 
and to %'ve him some pretty hard raps 
before caUing up the support of the 
heavier, slower and more powerful 
battleships. The protected cruisers, to 
bear the names of Charleston, Mil- 
waukee and St. Louis, are really de- 
cidedly akin to second class armored 
cruisers and are a very decided ad- 
vance upon the Olympia—an improved 
form of which they were designed to 
be—for, besides being able to deliver 
heavier blows, they are able to with- 
stand them by the disposition of armor 
new to this class of snip. They have 
become something better than mere 
Bcouts and commerce Odestroyers, for 
it wUl take a pretty stout craft to 
stand up before them and deal them 
blows that will incapacitate them be- 
fore receiving a damaging drubbing 
u return.

houses of this cityj and the surrounding 
towns. The report for this city is of 
interest from the flaet that two years 
ago the board severely; criticised the 
local almshouse arrarisements-

year the board waa much pleased with 
the improvement, shown, and this roar 
every feature of the house of which 
mention, is made is praised. Adams is 
praised, while the almshouse al Wil- 
liamstown. is most severely criticised 
and declared unfit for occupancy- 


The report for North Adams is as fol- 


lows. "Salary of warden and matron 
$750. Three paiJ he^P- Wooden build- 
ing- of three storieg anU one wins, in 
good condition, with flr« escapes. Drain 
age by« sewer.

poor costing $2.41 per inhabitant. In 
Adams the cost is, $ .88 per inhabitant 
and in Williamstown $ .55. In this city 
the number of paupers per 1000 in- 
habitants is 25.1, in Adams the number 
is 32 2 and in Wiliamstown 30.7 In Pitts 
field the number is 40 per 1000.

VAHDERBILTS IN PITTSFIELD 


Manufacturer* Signing Petition 
tt Congressman Lawrenw 


M. P. Oebbecke, a representative of 


the Philadi3iDliia Item, is in the city 
visiting the manufacturers in) the in- 
terests of a bill that is now before con- 
gress in regard to the postal rates. 
This bill is similar in general provisions 
to the Loud bill which has been before 
recent sessions of congress^ Its- idea is 
to prevent the abuses now existing in 
connection with second class mail mat- 
ter, and thus to pave the way for one 
cent letter postage. 


It is the argument of the advocates of 


the bill that cheap books and private 
advertising sheets are issued at stated 
intervals, like ordinary periodicals, and 
thus enabled to go through the mails 
at second class rates. In support of 
this is shown a recent report 'of the 
postmaster general, in -which hc says 
that the government for a year re- 
ceived in round numbers ?65,000,OOJ for 
carrying 128,000,000 pounds- of first class 
mail matter and received only $3,500,000 
for carrying 352.000,000 pounds of second 
class matter, a difference so striking as 
to be sufficient evidence in its«lf that 
there is something radically wrong in 
the stale of prices charged by the post 
office now for earz-ying matter through 
the mails. 


Mr. Oebbecke is "visiting the local 


manufacturers, who send much matter 
through the mails, and securing their 
signatures- to a petition in favor of the 
bill. Similar petitions are being cir- 
culated through 
the 
country, Mr. 


Oebbecke and three others being en- 
gaged in a systematic canvassing of 
this state. When completed, the names 
from this congressional district will be 
sent to Congressman Lawrence, the 
same plan being followed in every con- 
gressional district, as the promoters 
realise that general petitions sent to 
congress as a whole amount to precious 
little. 


Congressman Lawrence is quoted as 


being heartily in favor of some meas- 
ure to correct the existing abuses in 
the carying of second class mail matter.

500-MILE RAILROAD BOOKS 


recommendations of State Commis- 


sioners on Railroads of Interest 


The 32nd annual report of the state* 


railroad commissioners was gent to the 
legislature yesterday, in so far as it 
relates to steam railways. It is note- 
worthy particularly for a recommen- 
dation, that the companies offer 560- 
mile mileage tickets for sale at the 
rate of two cents, or on the game terms 
as 1000-mile books are now sold- Aft r 
printing the n=ual tables showing a 
decline In average passenger fare flrcnn 
2.51 cents per mile in 1ST1 to 1.75 in 1900, 
the board concedes that this advantage 
has largely gone to the suburban anld 
season-ticket passengers and that the 
single-ticket fare has experienced no re. 
ducion in years. This rate on the Bos- 
ton arJd Albany is now 2*4ceats, and 
from-2 to a% cents on the Boston, end 
Maine. The rpcommsndation in regard 
to mileage provides for a two-cent fare 
for $10 purchases. 


Traffic on, the steam, roads has been 


improving materially,. The number of 
passenlgers carried on the roads report- 
ingt to the board was 108,768,303 for the 
past year, against 102,043,980 in 1899, 
101,940.722 in 1898, and 119.779,947 in 1893, 
when ttiis traffic touched the maximum 
for ths decad?. The average passen- 
ger journey was 17-08 miles last year 
against 16-82 iw 1899 and 14.25 in 1891, 
the shortest average distance reported 
for the 10 years. Freight tonnage was 
much the largest last year of any pre- 
vious year—air.oun ting to 
40,316,711 


tons, against 36,228 084 tons in 1S99 and 
27.378,660 tons in 1894—the worst year of 
the past ten in the freight business. 
The average freight haul was 85.S1 
miles, against 88.65 in the previous 
year. 


The number of passengers killed and 


injured was 93, or less than half as 
many as in the preceding year (205), 
and very much smaller than the aver- 
age for the 10 years preceding (134). The 
number injured by causes beyond their 
own control was 66, nona of whom were 
fatally hurt; the number injured by 
reason of their own fault or want of 
care was 27, four of whom received 
fatal injuries. 
The number of em- 


ployes injured was 530, being 60 smaller 
than for 1S99, and 54 less than the aver- 
age number for 10 years. Of the total 
number 445 were trainmen and 85 were 
employed in various 'other capacities. 
Coupling accidents are still numerous, 
notwithstanding the general use of safe 
ty couplers; but this is- in part due to 
the fact that cars from outside roads 
not equipped with automatic couplings 
continue to come into the state in large 
numbers.
